FOREWORD 


J   HAVE  pleasure  in  offering  this  collection  from  our 
Hearthstone  Studios,  the  quaint  old-fashioned  homes  of 
the  descendants  of  our  earlier  American  rug  makers. 

The  Antique  rugs  have  been  in  the  families  of  our 
workers  for  several  generations,  some  of  them  for  a  longer 
time,  carefully  guarded  and  kept  clean;  but  softened  to  har- 
monious tones  by  time,  which  blots  out  vivid  colorings  in  art 
as  well  as  in  nature. 

Those  of  us  who  are  interested  in  the  revival  of  the  use- 
ful and  beautiful  handcraft  of  our  ancestors  will  be  happy  to 
see  here  assembled  the  old  and  new  quilts  and  rugs  side  by 
side,  and  we  shall  all  feel  a  justifiable  pride  in  comparing  the 
workmanship  with  that  of  the  pieces  treasured  in  museums  as 
specimens  of  an  industry  of  other  days. 

Rug  making  is  an  hereditary  art  that  for  a  period  slum- 
bered, but  did  not  die;  because  scattered  throughout  America, 
tucked  away  in  little  villages  and  country  communities  are 
women  who  to-day  are  bending  over  their  rug  frames,  fashion- 
ing with  painstaking  fingers  rugs  in  the  same  way  that  their 
grandmothers  constructed  floor  coverings. 

The  offerings  here  shown  are  made  primarily  to  perpetu- 
ate the  art  of  rug  and  quilt  making,  and  to  encourage  our 
workers  by  creating  a  market  for  the  expression  of 

THEIR  INHERITED  IDEAS  OF  DESIGN,  COLOR  AND  TEXTURE. 

In  this  collection  there  is  every  type  of  hand-hooked 
rug:  floral,  geometric,  picture,  animal  and  symbolic,  as  well  as 
a  combination  of  types. 

Rug  makers  in  various  localities  have  their  individual 
manner  of  hooking,  and  often  a  design  is  so  much  admired 
locally  that  it  becomes  an  index  of  the  place  where  it  originat- 
ed. Tiles  and  geometries  are  favored  in  some  sections,  florals 
and  scrolls  in  another,  and  still  other  communities  portray 
animal  life,  selecting  a  domestic  pet  for  the  subject  of  their 
hooked  rug. 


The  new  rugs  in  this  collection  were  made  by  our 
workers  in  their  own  homes  from  the  Atlantic  coast  to  the 
Mississippi  River,  while  the  Southern  states,  too,  have  repre- 
sentative pieces.  The  old  rugs  were  originally  in  the  best 
rooms  of  many  a  New  England  and  Pennsylvania  home,  and 
the  excellent  condition  in  which  they  are  shows  the  love  our 
hereditary  workers  have  for  the  handcraft  of  their  ancestors. 

The  Braided  rugs  show  not  only  splendid  specimens  of 
the  more  or  less  familiarly  known  type  of  three  strand  rug, 
but  also  the  five  and  seven  strand  pattern  of  the  Pennsylvania- 
Dutch.  The  dexterous  manipulation  of  many  strands  gives  a 
pleasing  swirl  pattern,  and  marks  the  rug  as  an  individual 
hand  product. 

Hand-woven  rugs  and  carpets,  some  of  them  with  dou- 
ble warp  and  fringe,  are  offered  in  floor  covering  lengths  in 
good  color  combinations  and  with  a  guarantee  of  wear  that  is 
certain. 

The  large  room-size  all-wool  carpet  is  of  pure  hand-spun 
wool,  woven  on  an  old-fashioned  hand  loom,  and  although 
over  fifty  years  old  its  colors  are  clear  and  it  is  in  splendid 
condition. 

The  hand-knit  rugs  are  relics  of  grandma's  days,  and  are 
the  handiwork  of  some  of  our  oldest  workers. 

The  collection  being  sold  represents  not  only  incalcul- 
able labor,  patience,  skill  and  industry,  but  it  has  a  joyful 
side,  as  well;  for  through  the  intercourse  with  those  who 
make  the  products  and  those  who  buy  them,  I  have  had 
supreme  pleasure.  I  am  sure  that  those  who  secure  the  things 
offered  will  find  them  durable,  satisfying,  and  with  a  quaint 
beauty  that  comes  from  carefully  v/rought  conceptions.
